Slaughter In 




• • ♦ the Story of the Dalton Gang 




Driven by greed and recklessness, and 
inflamed by a fierce desire to shock the 
nation, the Dalton brothers set an un- 
equalled record for brutal and daring 
criminality. Their careers as murderers, 
bank robbers and train robbers covered a 
period of less than four years, but it gain- 
ed them a nationwide reputation. Their 
path to wealth and glory ended prema- 
turely, however, in a pool of blood on the 
dusty streets of Coffeyville, Kansas. But 
. , . let's get back to the beginning, 

Robert (Bob), Dalton, the youthful lead- 
er of the gang, was born in Missouri in 
1867, but his parents moved to Coffey- 
ville soon after. Little is known of Bob's 
early years, but it is recorded that he be- 
came a deputy U. S. Marshal in 188$, un- 
der assignment to the Indian Territory. 
(Incidentally, his brother Frank, the only 
one of the brothers who did not turn to 
a life of crime, was serving as a U S. 
Marshal when he was killed in the line 
of duty.) Bob left his job a short time 
after being deputized, though the reasons 
are not known. Shortly thereafter, he shot 
down a rival in a love affair, and became 
an outlaw. 

With two of his brothers, Grattan (Grat) 
and Emmet, he formed a band of horse- 
thieves, operating in and around Baxter 
Springs, Oklahoma. Not satisfied with this 
small time operation, Jiowever, the three 
brothers went to California in late 1890, 
and in February of 1891, they robbed a 
Southern Pacific railroad train at Alila, in 



Tulare County. Grat was captured, but es- 
caped when he jumped from the train on 
which he was being taken to jail. 

The gang achieved their first notoriety 
in May of 1891, when they robbed a train 
at Wharton, in the Oklahoma Territory. 
This daring exploit by only three men 
brought to the authorities the realization 
that an exceptionally capable bandit lead- 
er was in the field, and a relentless pur- 
suit was ordered. One of their accomplices 
in the Wharton robbery was captured, but 
the Daltotis escaped the law. Temporarily 
sobered by the vigorous efforts to appre- 
hend them, they decided to lay low for 
awhile. 

A little over a year later, in June of 
1892, Bob, Grat, Emmet, and Bill Doolin 
(later to achieve fame in his own right as 
an outlaw) robbed a train at Eed Rock, 
Oklahoma Territory. Ignoring the hun- 
dreds of law enforcement officers out to 
get them, they recklessly robbed another 
train at Adair less than six weeks later. 
Their exploits were now becoming known 
throughout the entire West* and their 
names brought fear and dread through- 
out the Territory. 

Frankly admitting that they were out 
to overshadow the exploits of the lames 
boys, the Daltons, under the leadership 
of the 25 year old Bob, next planned the 
most daring bank robbery ever conceived. 
As Emmet Dalton wrote later, they want- 
ed to do "something that would make the 
nation gasp. A piece of high and danger- 
ous effrontery." The job they set for them- 
selves was to pull the first daylight bank 
robbery, and to make it more difficult, 
they decided to rob two different banks 
at the same time. The job was to be hati- 
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died by live men — Graf, Bob, Emmet* 
and two others named Powers and Broad- 
well. Bob and Emmet were to take the 
First National Bank of Coffeyville, Kansas, 
and Grat, Powers and Broadwell were to 
hold up the Condon Bank. 

The night before the robbery* the gang 
holed up near Onion Creek, a few miles 
from town, They rode in the morning, 
timing, their entrance so as to arrive just 
after the banks opened for business. Their 
first trouble came when they discovered 
that the main street was being torn up, 
and the hitching post they had planned 
to use was temporarily removed. They were 
forced to tie their horses in a nearby alley, 
and this later turned out to be about the 
worse place they could have left them* 

Slightly behind schedule, because of the 
time consumed in finding a place to leave 
their horses, the five men walked down 
the alley and onto the main street, carry- 
ing their rifles. The first^ bank they came 
to was the Condon bank, and Grat, Pow- 
ers and Broadwell broke off, and entered. 
Bob and Emmet continued on down the 
street toward their objective. At first, 
everything went according to schedule, but 
a fearless cashier in the Condon bank 
presented the next obstacle. Coolly lying 
to the desperate and armed outlaws, the 
cashier, Charley Ball, told them that the 
bank safe worked on a time lock, and 
could not be opened until 9:45, a delay of 
about five minutes. The outlaws could have 
checked the safe and discovered the lie, 
but for some reason they chose to believe 
him, thus delaying their escape/ While 
they were waiting, they were spotted by 
several of the local citizens (having lived 
there for a number of years, the Daltons 
were well known in CoffeyviUe) and the 
word of their robbery was quickly spread. 
The townspeople went for their guns, and 
rapidly gathered outside the bank, prepar- 
ing to give the desperadoes the fight of 
their lives. The first sign of trouble came 
when a fusillade of shots burst through 
the front windows of the Condon Bank, 
and the three men dropped to the floor 
to protect themselves. (Later, more than 
eighty bullets were found in the Condon- 
Bank.) 

Meanwhile, Bob and Emmet's plans had 
gone on smoothly, and they had returned 
to their horses, carrying the money* They 
quickly .discovered that their comrades 
were missing, and despite the fact that 
they could hear the shots and knew that 
a gunfight was in progress, they returned 
to the Condon Bank to help. As this was 
going on, the 'other men had abandoned 
their hopes of getting all the money, and 
had escaped through the rear of the bank. 
As they all returned to their horses, and 
prepared to escape, the dam broke, ^ 




White the shooting had been sporadic 
and scattered before, it suddenly became 
organized, under the brave leadership of 
several of the townspeople, and a cres- 
cendo of fire bellowed down in thunderous 
crashes upon the five men. The din was 
terrific. Some of their horses broke and 
ran down the narrow alley, and the des- 
peradoes found themselves trapped* At one 
side of the alley was the Isham Brothers 
Hardware Store, and a veritable fusillade 
of fire rocketed out of the little shop. 
Grat fell dead, and Powers was riddled 
with bullets. The next to fall was Bob. 
who collapsed against the wall of the 
dusty alley. Thinking that the others were 
following, Emmet and Broadwell dragged 
themselves onto some horses, and though 
severely wounded, made their escape from 
town. 

Whatever could be said of these ruthless 
killers, however, they could not be accused 
of disloyalty. As soon as Emmet Dalton 
realised that Bob had not escaped, he 
turned his horse, and rode back through 
the hail of lead and powdersmoke to Bob's 
side. He found him, lying in a crumpled 
heap where he had fallen. Dying, but not 
yet dead, and Choking with blood, Bob 
told Emmet to never surrender, fired a 

wild shot into the air, and died. Dazed 
with shock, and weak from the effect of 
his many wounds, Emmet fell unconscious 
near the dead form of his brother. Broad* 
well was not destined to escape either, 
and he died of wounds on the empty 
£ prairie. 

Four of the townspeople had been kill- 
ed, and three wounded, but the Dalton 
gang was finished forever. Emmet, though 
severely wounded, was later tried and con- 
victed, and served a long prison term. The 
Daltons had wanted fame and excitement, 
and it must be admitted that they were 
bold, courageous, reckless and daring, but 
their exploits brought them little wealth 
and an early grave. They had succeeded 
in becoming famous, and had terrorized 
the West for a few short years* but death 
was their final reward.
